capacitive element in the first mode, and 

a multilevel-data signal being supplied as the data signal to 
the capacitive element in the second mod e . mode, and 

a switching circuit that selects any one from at least the two- 
level-data signal and the multilevel-data signal according to a selected 
mode of the first mode and the second mode to supply the capacitive 
element as the data signal.

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-18 and 29-32 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
prior arts Tanaka et al (US 2003/0132906 A1), Tamai et al (6,160,533) and 
Hartsonetal (6,433,835) fails to recite or disclose the uniquely distinct 
features, The electronic circuit, comprising " a capacitive element that 
holds an electrical charge whose amount corresponds to a data signal of 
a first mode or a second mode supplied through the first transistor when 
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the first transistor is in an on-state: modes for driving the electronic 
circuit including the first mode and the second mode, a two-level-data 
signal being supplied as the data signal to the capacitive element in the 
first mode, a multilevel-data signal being supplied as the data signal to 
the capacitive element in the second mode, and a switching circuit that 
selects any one from at least the two-level-data signal and the multilevel- 
data signal according to a selected mode of the first mode and the second 
mode to supply the capacitive element as the data signal." 

The closest prior art, Tanaka et al (US 2003/0132906 A1), Tamai et al 
(6,160,533) and Hartson et al (6,433,835), either singularly or in combination, fail 
to anticipate or render the above bold and underlined limitations obvious.
